Memories of a smoke-covered 
countryside, shaken with the roar 
of Northern and Southern can­ 
non, keep the 
Battle of Gettys­ 
burg a vivid picture in the mind 
of Mrs. Jacob Zortnian, of 1902 
North 13th street, Philadelphia, 
who 
celebrated her 78th birth­ 
day Saturday, more than three­ 
score years 
since that turning 
point of the Civil War. 
From her father’s farm, near 
Arendtsville, 14-year-old Elmira 
Savilla Hanes watched the two 
armies fighting on the battlefield 
five miles distant. 
“It was a fearful sight,” she 
said, reminiscently. 
“The guns 
were thundering 
and 
belching 
smoke. We could feel the ground 
shake where we stood and the 
throb of the concussions rang in 
my nerves for two weeks after­ 
ward.” 
The Hanes homestead lay along 
the line of advance of the South­ 
ern skirmisher*. 
For days be­ 
fore the engagement 
gray-clad 
soldiers marched by, stopping to 
commandeerfOrland horses where 
these were to he had, taking fresh 
fruit, bread from the oven, ham 
from the smokehouse, anti any­ 
thing they could find, even the 
applebutter 
from Mrs. 
Hanes’ 
cellar. 
’Squire Cornelius 
lianes 
had 
taken his five horses along with 
a fine blooded stallion up into 
the hills, but even there they were 
not safe. 
A Southern general 
needed a monnt so he took the 
stallion, offering Mrs. Zortman’s 
father Confederate money in pay­ 
ment. 
“It will be all right,” he said, 
when the ’squire demurred. “We 
will win the war and you will 
have full value for these notes.” 
The now worthless money is still 
in the possession of the Hanes 
family, who are keeping it as a 
relic of the war. 
After the battle the gray-clad 
men again streamed 
past 
the 
farmhouse, but in a sadly dif­ 
ferent condition this time. Wound­ 
ed soldiers in makeshift 
ambu­ 
lances, dusty-uniformed wrecks of 
fighting men, cannoneers anxious 
to reach safety and urging their 
tired horses on toward the south­ 
ern frontier.
